THE NORTH-WEST 
Middleton's eee Walting tor 


AN Abvaxox ON THE REBEL STRONGHOLD 
AT BATOCHES TO BE MADE THIS WEEK. 


The news from the scene of the North 
West troubles during the past week has 
been of the most uninteresting kind. 
Since tho fight at Fish Creek, Middle- 
ton’s forces have matle no further ad- 
vance towards the rebels, who are 
supposed to be strongly entrenched at 
Batochos, some 15 or 20 miles in front. 
The reason of this inactivity is that the 
supplies and ro- inforcementa which were 
being sent down the Saskatohewan by 
the steamer Northcofe,and which should 
have reached Middleton a day or two 
after the fight has not arrived at the 
date of the latest despatches,the steamer 
having grounded on a sandbar. Among 
the supplics is a Gatling gun, amuni- 
tion for the troops, provisions and fod- 
der, and the hospital tents and stores 
for the 0 The steamer was 
escorted by four companies of the Mid- 
land Battalion, including the Bellevillo 
company of the 15th Battalion. The 
boat should have made the trip in about 
two days, whereas to have taken tho 
supplies overland would have. taken 
some two weeks. The unfortutate de- 
lay was, however, unforseen and un- 
avoidable. 


More troops are required in the 
North-West, and the Montreal Garrison 
Artillery has been called out and will 
proceed to the West this week. There 
are already nearly four thousand five 
hundred troops in the North-West, and 
all are now west of Winnipeg, and yet 
there is nead of more. 


Homeport, N. W. T., May 4.—Lino 
between hore and Clarke's has been down 
since Saturday morning. A courier has 
just arrived from General Middleton's 
camp. He reports all quiet up there. 
The men are anxious to move. The 
General is waiting for the Gatling gun 
on board the Northcote, which is or was 
aground 80 miles up the river from the 
camp. He has sent men to bring it 
overland, It is expected in seven or

All supplies on this route are perfectly 
safe, arrival of the cavalty has 
given confidence to all the settlers along 
the ronte, who intend coming in à body 
to call upon me and thank the Govern- 
mont for the prompt protection given. 
From the information I have heard Riel 
suffered much greater loss than was 
generally supposed, and I do not believe 
the end is far off. The cavalry scouts 
are in excellent health and spirits: the 
horses rather over-worked but that can- 
not be avoided, Great praise is given 
by every one for the excellent arrange- 
ments throughout the expedition, and 
anyone who grumbles is not fit to be a 
soldler.—J. 6.

School] Holidays, 

According to the new school law, the sum- 
mer holidays will begin on the first Monday 
of July and extend until the third Monday 
of August.

The following circular hams Ween issued by 
Messrs, Mackintosh and Jbhnaton, Inspectors 
of North and South Hastings, respectively, 
in connection with the circular from the 
Minister of Education,.appointing an Arbor 
Day for the schools throughout the province: 


To School Trustees, Teachers, Parentssand 
Pupils : 

We ask for the enclosed circular the most 
carnest attention. The new movement is a 
most laudable one, and we hope it may have 
the countenance and active support of every 
citizen. 

As our Teachers’ Convention will be held 
on May 8th, we, with the sanction of the 
Miniater,recommend that the 15th of May be 
act a ax Arbor Day” for our County. 

In the majority of cases. our school grounds 
are, in condition and appearance, anything 
but creditable to us. In few instances, the 
school lot is an attractive spot, shade trees, 
shrubs an flowers have been planted and cared 
for. Cannot all be similarly beautiful! 

The action of the Minister, of E:lucation 
affords us the opportunity. Let us take ad- 
vantage of it. 

The day should be spent not only in plant- 
ing shade trees, shrubs, &c., but in thorough- 
ly cleaning up the premises, and repairing 
fences, gates and, outhouses. 

In this great work we are sure the Tdachers 
of the Edunty will agp rar zealovaly. The 
position they oconpy calls far this. We hope 
each will be a leader in the work. 

Jo enable us to give the Minister of Edu- 
entation the information he asks for in his 
circular, teachers will kindly report to us as 
soon as possible after Arbor Day, the number 
of trees planted, the number of shrubs planted, 
the number of flower beds made, ahd any 
additional work done in the way of cleaning 
up, repairing or ornamentation.

County of Hastings Teachers Institute 


The union meeting of the Associations of 
North and South Hastings, held in Mbkdoc on 
the 7thoand 8th inst., was a marked success. 
Notwitiistanding the bad roads and unpleas- 
ant weather abont 150 teachers were present. 
The programme was varied, interesting, and 
practical, and contained: besides the names of 
our own teachers these of Dr. McLellan, 
Director of Normal! Schools and Teachers“ 
Institutes, and Mr.. Reading, of Toronto 
School of Art. The heavier diseuasions were 
relieved by voluntary contributions of reci- 
citation and song. 


At 10 o'clock on Thursday morning the 
chair was taken by Mr. Mackintosh. ‘ D. 
Marshall was chosen Secretary and J. B. Mor- 
ton Treasurer of the North Hastings Associa- 
tion, as these offices had become vacant by 
removals from the riding. Committers were 
appointed as follows: To select a delegate to 
the Provincial Convention—Mesars. Ogden, 
Moore, Minchin and Marshall. To decide 
upon a series of headline Copy Books for ex- 
elusive use in the schools of North Hastings 
-—-Messrs. Moore, Minchin, Dale, Ogden, 
Marshall nnd Misses McDermid and Henry. 
To confer with the Inspector on matters per- 
taining to Promotion Examinations — Messrs. 
Ogden, Marshall, Dale, Minchin, Morton, 
Young. Moore and Clark, and Misses McDer- 
mid, Wootten, Weyley, Henry, Connors and 
Horkins. 

Mr. Ogden was then, called? upon to des- 
cribe his method of teaching Geography to 
Srd and 4th classes. The-common fallacy of 
teaching mere names was pointed out. Teach- 
ers were advised to give special attention to 
their own County ; to teach the geogr phy of 
places of current importance more minutely ; 
eo give more attention to physical and less 
to mathematical geography ; to make use of 
may-drawing as an educative means; and to 
to talk familiarly with their pupils, about 
places ot interest. A free discussion flowed 
in which Messrs. Mackintosh, Finney and 
others took part. The Association then ad- 
journed until 1.30 p. m. 

After recess the chair was taken by Mr. 
Johnston,, President South Hastings Teach- 
ers“ Association. 

The afternoon programme opened with a 
kindergarten song from Miss Wootton's 
class. Miss Wotton was then called upon to 
illustrate her method of teaching reading to 
acliss of beginners. This, with a lesson 
following by Miss Power on n more advanced 
stage of the same subject, proved to be ne of 
the most interesting teatares of the Associa- 
tion. <A lively discussion followed ench of 
the lessons, many ofthe lady teachers taking 
a leading part. 

Mrs. O'Flynn being called upon rendered 
the beautiful solo“ Break ' in most effective 
style. Dr. McLellan-wasiutroduced to the 
Association and at once entered into 
the now famous A BC of Arithmetic. The 


most important features of the system are. 


summed up under three laws or principles, 
2nd. Teach by 
repetition ; and 3rd, Teach by comparison. 

Mr. Reading being called upon gave some 
very useful hints on the subject of Drawing 
to beginners, He deprecates the common 
practice of beginning with straight line fig- 
ures, all natural forms suck. as presented to 
the notice of the juvenileartist being made 
up of curved lines. Ahe meeting then ad- 
journed. 

In the evening De. McLellan delivered a 
lecture in St. Peter Church on the Subject 
Eduention in Ontario. The Chair was veryr 
ably filled on this- occasion by A. F. Wood, 
Esq., M. P. Ps, who upon introducing the 
lecturer acknowledged the inde Stedness of the 
community to the Teachers Association for 
affording them so many privileges of this kind. 

Music was discussed by an excellent Choir 
chosen from the musical talent of Madoc. 

On Friday marning the chair was taken 
hy Mr. Mackintosh at 9 o'clock, This being 
the day appointd by the Minister of Educa- 
tion as Arbor Day for the province, the presi- 
Gent gave notice that the 15th would be taken 
as Arbor Day. for the County of Hastings. 

As Mr, Reading was prevented from finish- 
ing his remarks by lack of time the preceeding 
day he was again called upon, The lecturer 
illustrated his remarks by referring to a num- 
ber of models which he considers of great 
benefit in order to teach the subject intelli- 
gently. 

After tho Asssciation had been favored by 
an excellent solo by Miss Diamond, Dr. Me- 
Lellan weacalled upon to resume his. lecture 
on the A. R. C. of Arithmetic. A thorough 
investigation of the system of picture numbers 
ſollowed. 

Miss. Moelanes then being called upon 
gave a recitation entitled How he saved St. 
Michaels.’ Misa McInnesshows marked ability 
as an elocutionist, her effort on this occasion 
gaining the well merited applause of the 
Association. 

The-subject of Language Lessons was next 
dealt with ie Mr. Hicks. This subject has 
recently attracted great attention from the 
thinkers among the proſesion. Mr Hicks 
appears to be at home here. The teachingof 
oral composition should begin in the earliest 
stages. Besides special exercises and classes 
every lesson should be made ute of in this 
connection. Abstracts of lessons, deseriptions 
of familiar objects, and commiting to memory 
choice abstracts of poetry aud prose should 
follow the later stages. 

Dr. McLellan followed for a few minutes 
on the.subject of Grammatical Analysis which 
he considers should still hold an importans 
place in the public school course notwitha

All Riel’s Prisoners Safely Rescued ! 


‘Special. Despatch to the North Haat- 
ings ltevéew. 
x WixxIrEo, 13th May. 
‘News has just been received of the 
capture of Batoches. 
The place was carried on Monday. 
The Rebels were driven from their 
‘pits and entrenchments at the point of 
the bayonet by a gallant charge made 
hy the Royal Grenadiers and the Mid- 
land Battalion, who behaved admirably 
and did their work without flinching. 
The attack on Batouche's the strong- 
hold of the Rebels, was commenced on 


Saturday last, and after a skirmishing 
Might all day the troops withdrew a 


“short «distance in the evening, with a 
‘loss of one man killed and six wounded. 
The Lebels, as at Fish Creek fight, were 
strongly entrenched in rifle pits, and 
it was decided only by the sacrifice of 
many lives could ghey bo driven out. 
This sacrifice of tho volunteers Gen. 


Middleton was loth to make, and the’ 


hostilities ceased until Monday, when 
it was decided to give the boys a chance 
to use their bayonets. The result shows 
‘that the General’s confidence in the 
Volunteers wag not misplaced. 

Batoches was captured at 4 p. m. on 
Monday. ö 

Riel sent a messenger to General 
Middleton early in the day, saying: — 
“Ifyou persist in firing upon the 
houses containing our women and 
children, we shall massacre the prison’ 
ers in our hands.” 

General Middleton sent him a reply 
to gather his women and children into 
‘one house and they would not be fired 
‘upon, 

Later Riel sent an answer thanking 
Gen. Middleton for his humane prom- 
iso to save-the women and children, 

Just as the goneral attack was being 
mide Riel sent another messenger to 
say he did not like war, but unless the 
troops retired the original intention of 
the massacring of #the prisoners would 
be adhered to. 

It camo too late, however, as the 
charge had already commenced, and in 
u fow minutes the Rebels were Scattured 
and prisoners rescued. 

Father Moolin was found in his houdo 
at Batouclies shot—it is believed by 
Nebels but not seriously. 

The names of the prisoners rescued 
weve Lash, Peter and William Thomp- 
kins; McKinna, Astley, Ross and Me- 
Connell.

The Treatment of Hydrophobla. 


A native surgeon, M. Nursimula, has 
written a letter to the editur uf the Limes 
of India from which it wouid appear that 
he has treated successfully a case having 
all the symptoms of hydrophobla. The 
treatment adopted was the subsutaneous 
injection of a sixteenth of a grain of at- 
ropia. The breathing became infre quent 
(twelve per minute), and the pulse slow 
do the rate of 50 per mit uce. A quarter 
of a grain of morphia was itjectea hypo- 
dermically as an antidote to sav atropia, 
and this was sepeated several times. ‘Che 
symptoms diasppeared the third day after 
the opset of tue malady. The patient 
was a soldier, aged 24, who haa been 
bitten by a dog the week before the symp- 
toms sesembling hydrophobia appeared. 
If the case was one of hydrophubia, it 
must it be allowed the period dt inouba- 
tion was very short; the dog 1s not stated 
to have been mad, aud ib mush not be 
forgotten that the presence (f symptoms 
closely resembling, if not identical with 
hydrophobla, do nod prove that the case 
was one of genuine rabies.

The Lustre of Pearls. 


Pearls deteriorate by age, contact with 


acids, gas and noxious vapors of all sorts. 
This is especially true of plerced pearls, 
Various moans for restoring them have 
been tried, but experience shows them to 
be useless. Tho best way to . preserve 
pearls is to wipe them with a olean linen 
cloth after being worn and deposit them 
wrapped in linen, in a closed box or cas- 
ket. A leading importer of pearls ad- 
vises that pearl necklaces, which are liable 
to deteriorate by coming in contact with 
the skin, be restrang onoe a year, as 
drawing the ailk threads out and in 
through the pierced parts tends to pleanse 
the peasls. In Oeylon, we are assured 
on fairly good authority, that when it is 
desired to restore the lustre to Oriental 
pearls the pearls ara allowed to ba swal- 
lowed by chigkeng. The-fowle with this

Another Scorching ! 


Nearly $10,000 Worth of Property 
Destroyed. 


KVIDENTLY THE WORK OF AN IXCENDIARY. 


The fire fiend Ras again visited Mailoc, and 
asa result about ten thousand doltars worth 
of property was in two hours reduced to smoke 
and ashes, and two families turned out of 
their homes. 


Stortly after § o'clock on Tuesday morning 
the alarm of fire was given, flames being seen 
lesung from the front windows of the new St. 
Lawrence Roller Rink. The crowd, the firemen, 
and the fire engine were quickly on the scene, 
an ina remarkably short space time a 
streut of water was being thrown on the 
burning building, but from the nature of the 
mateflal of which it was constructed, it Was 
soon evident that it could not besaved. Iu 
about as qnick time as it takes to tell it, ap- 
parently, the frame building on the west, 
occupied by Mr. Thomas Scott, was also in 
flames, and the oconpants had barely time to 
escape with their liyes, saving nothing. Part 
of this building was also occupied by Miss 
Brown, dressmaker, who also lost most of her 
property. By this time the heat became so 
intense across the street that Mra. Wright's 
sheds, the building occupied by W. Moore, 
and John Mouncey’s tailor shop, and Cross 
& Moiincey’s store, became ignited, and the 
whole power of the engine and ‘a busy bucket 
brigade was necessary to prevent the flames 
from getting possession cf the buildings on 
Mrs. Wright’s corner. Had this happened 
the destruction of the whole of the west side 
of Durham street, with its appalling loss, 
would certainly have been complete Noble 
work, however, was done by firemen and 
citizens, many being badly burned in their 
determined efforts to keep the fire from get- 
ting a permanent hold in these buildings, 
and the result is they are all standing to-day, 
although badly charred. 

In the meantime, Mr. John Harper's brick 
three-story building, immediatety adjoining 
the rink on the east, occupied by himself as 
a dwelling, and grocery, with bakeshop in 
the rear, also one vacant store, was in flames. 
Mr. Harper had barely time, to save a few 
articles of his furniture, and get his family 
safely removed, so quickly did the flames 
take possession of his building. Mr. K. D. 
O’Flynn’s storehouse in the rear cf Harper's 
and the rink, ocoupied by R. R. Casement, 
was also totally destroyed, and fidm this the 
flames spread to» Rollins’ saw mill and the 
pile of lumber and slabs across the river. The 
saw mill, however, was saved by hard work. 
Several times the grist mill was on fire but 
careful watching saved it also. Although all 
danger froin the further spread of the fire 
was over before six o’clock,, it was not 
until hoon that the smouldering flames in 
the slab pile was subdued by a large force of 
men, 


Mr. W. H. O'Flynn had a few of the Hand 


Grenade fire extinguishers in his store, but 
in the excitement of the moment they were 
entirely forgotten. Applied on some of the 
threatened buildings, they might have done 
good service. 


LOSSES AND INSURANCE. 


Mr. John Harper is the heaviest loser, his 
building, stock, and most of (his /fttriritete 
being destroved. His loss is estimated at 
$5,000, on which he has $2,000 on building, 
$400 on furnitnre, and $400 on stock. Sey. 
eral years ngo Mr. Harper was burued out on 
the same spot. 

The Rink, owned by Harry H. and Fred. 
W. O'Flynn, was valued with skates and 
contents at 83.000, on which they have $1,50u 
on building and $500 on contents. This was 
a tine bnilding of the kind, and was only 
built this past spring. 

The hardest loss fulla on Mr. Scott, he 
losing everything, including his furniture and 
a small stock of pictures, farey goods, x., in 
all probably $1,000. He had no_instrance. 
The building was owtted by Mr. W. Ferguson 
of Queensboro. It was worth about five or 
six hundred dollars, bit we have not learned 
whether there was any insurance or not. Miss 
Brown’s loss in same building, was slight. 

Mr. Rollins’ loss will amount to about 
$200, no insurance. Some lumber belonging 
to customers of the saw mill was partly 
burned, Messrs. Win. Conley, John Foley 
and others being losers. - 

Mr; R. R. Caseinent loves about $150 in 
goods in store house, (O'Flynn’s building.) 
No insurance. 

Mrs. Wricht’s storehouse occupied by 
Cunreh & Todd, was considerably damaged, 
bat was fully covertl by ingarance. The 
shed and Moore building, owned by her, are 
both badly damaged. No insurance. 

Church & Todd had goods in the storehoure 
somewhnt damaged, but the loss is slight as 
is also Crosx & Mouncey'’s loss through re- 
moval of goods in tailor shop, &c. 

Mr. O'Flynn's storehouse building was 
insured for $400. 


THE ORIGIN 


of the fire ir enveloped in a complete mystery. 
It started in the rink building near the front 
door, but both the font and back doors were 
found to be securely locked hy those first on 
the scene. It is the gerreral opinion that it 
was fired by some miscretnt. Everything 
was apparently safe when the rink wae closed 
on the evening before, abetit 10 o'clock, and 
it wax about 3 „clock zu the morning when 
it broke ont. Ev 5 however, connect · 
ed, with the origin of is mere conject- 
ure; how it reaily did derm will undoubtedly 
never be known.

RIEL CAPTURED | 
The Rebellion 1 nearing its Ind. 


Special to the Review. 
Cranxx's Crossina, N. W. J., 
May 16th, 1885. 

A special «despatch from the above 
place, to the Nonrn Hastixas Review; 
eeceived to-day, contains the gratifying 
dntelligence thut the Rebel lender, Louis 
Riel, was captured last evening by a 
qarty of mounted scouts, under Major 
Boulton, some miles down the river, 
below tho scene of the last fight at 
Batoche. 

Tt was ascertained that Riol and some 
of hitfollowers after leaving Batoche 
made towanl tho river, intending to 
to join those who had proviously cross- 
od over to the other side after escaping 
from tho scene of the battle on Tues- 
day, hoping to secure himself from 
any. further attacks which he anticipat- 
d would be made upon his forces. 

A number of Major Boulton's scouts 
were in the meantimo patrolling the 
river's bank, and shortly after noon the 
heard a whistle from the steamer, and 
also the report of firing. A party im- 
mediately started in the direction from 
which these sounds came. 

When about a conple of miles from 
Fisher’s Crossing, they espied a party 
‘of Rebels. They at once challenged 
them and in reply were fired upon by 
the Rebels. The scouts answered and 
then made a dash. 

The Rebel party quickly scattered, but 
Riel was recoguized and at once became 
tho object of special attention. 

Riel was splendidly mounted on a 
stalwart pony, and when he observed 
the Scouts dashing down upon his party 
he immedintely set off at a hard gallop. 
Now that there was a prospect of cap- 
turing the noted Rebel, however, the 
Scouts wero determined that ho should 
not escape them, and a most determined 
chase ensued. Several miles were 
traversed before the Scouts overhauled 
und surrounded him, and when tlie 
Rebel leader saw that game was up he 
aullenly surrendered witliout firing a 
shot. 

When his much-clated captors ar- 
rived at camp last night, Riel was im- 
medintoly taken to Gon. Middleton's 
tent. There was no demonstration, the 
General having ordered the men to their 
tents, fearing that if the Volunteers 
got their hands on the noted Nobel they 


would hang him to the nearest tree, 
He is kept in close confinement, no 
one bring allowed to seo him.

He was taken to Gen. Middleton's 
tent and wore a haggard, dlisai pated look. 
Ilia actions were very nervous, and ho 
continually rolled his eyes from side lo 
ride, evidently fearing violence. His 
appearance was that of hunted man. 

He knew nothingof Gabrial Dumont 
but understood he had three wounds 
received before Batoche.

The papers belonging to the rebel 
government were searched to-day. The 
minutes show that the Duck Lahe fight 
was a premediated affair, and that the 
rehels were thoroughly cognizant of Gen. 
Middleton's movements from tho time 
he left Qu' Appelle station. Numerous 
extraets frei Toronto, Winnipeg and 
Montreal journals were alao found, re- 
ferring to Riel, the strength of General 
Middleton’s command; the quantity of 
ammunition and the amount of forage 
on which, according to the minutes, the 
movements of the rebels depended. 

The following from a correspondent 
on the field will give an idea of the 
gallantry of our volunteers at tho memor- 
ablo bayonet chargo at Batoche:— The 
statement about lack of food and amuni- 
tion among the enemy are falso, as large 
quantities uf both were captured by our 
force, and the prisonera say thero was 
no lack of eithor. We have been all 
through their camp and defences to day 
and the only wonder is how we ever 
captured them, It was dono as it always 
must he, with a rush and acheer. Col. 
Straubenzie urged upon them to give a 
British cheer. The Gatling and artillery 
supported the infantry in the rush. The 
fighting extended over a section of 
country fully half mils in length, which 
was lined with rebel pita, but the hottest 
part of the contest only lasted an hour. 
Several bodies of half breeds were found 
riddled by Gatling ballets in the rear 
of Ilatoche'n store. Under the second 
bend of the river is a large camp of half. 
breeds and Indians, Cellars had baen 
dug, which were covered with canvas, 
and in one of the | t Riel spent his 
nights.

As I told you we ro- 
connoitered my right front with all my 
mounted men yesterday morning with a 
view to withdrawing as many of their 
men from my left attck, which was the

with a cheer and a dash worthy of the 
soldiers of any army. 

The effect was remarkable. The en- 
emy in front of our left was forced back 
from pit to pit, and those in the strong- 
egt pit facing enst found themselves 
turned and our men behind them. Then 
commenced a sauve gui peut, and they 
fled, leaving blankets, ccats, hats, bate, 
tropsera, and even guns in their pits. 
The conduct of tho troops was beyond 
praise, tho Midland and Royal Grona- 
diers vieing with each other in gallantry. 
ey were well supported by the Nine- 
tieth, and flanked by a mounted portion 
of the troops. Theartillery and Gatli ng 
algo assisted in the attack with good 
effect. When all tehaved so well it 
might appear invidous to mention par- 
ticular names,still there are always some 
who by good luck are hrought promip- 
ently before the eye of the commanding 
officer, and these names I shall submit 
to you later on.

Louis Riel of Irish Descent. 

La Vallee d Ottawa published in Hull, 
province of Quebec, has an article show- 
ing that Louis Riel is of Irish descent, 
On the authority of M. l'Abbe Tanquay, 
a well-known geneologist in Canada, it 
says : Louis Riel, far from being of French 
origia, is of Irish descent by pacernal 
ancestry, who came to Canada at the end 
of the seventeenth century. He was 
named John Baptist, and saw the light 
first in the parish of St. Peter, city of 
Limerick, the home cf his parents, Jobn 
Baptist Reel or Riel and Louisa Fountain. 
In 1704 this Jean Baptist Riel married at 
Ile Dupas, Diocese of Montreal, Louisa 
Vottu. aged 20, daughter of Francois Cot- 
tu and Jeanne Verdon. Of this marriage 
were born six boys, the eldest of whom, 
Jean Baptist. married Louisa Frapler. 
All these chlidren were surnamed “‘l’Ire- 
lande. and in the deeds one can read 
Jean Baptist Riel de l’Irelande, and this 
name passed to thelr descendants. The 
elder, Jean Baptist, baptized in 1705, at 
Ile Dupas, wasthe grandfather of Jean 
Baptist who, in 1810, left the parish of 
Berthier to settle in the northwest. Mar- 
ried to a half breed woman, he had in 1817, 
a son baptized under the name of Louls at 
Ile a la Croase.

„The Busy Bee's Occupation Gone,” 
and shows the very voluminous amount 
cf imagination that some | reporter or 
newspaper writer has been possessed of : 

This spurious honey is now put up in 
little square boxes, which sell for from 
twenty to thirty cents a-pound. It looks 
like honey. and it is said that It takes an 
excellent judge to tell thab it ‘is a fraud 
onthe bee. The comb is manufactured 


with such skill that but few oan fell it 


from the genuine article. It is made 
from ffine or beeswax, and the honey 
is blown into it by machinery. Another 
kind is put in glass vessels, like ordinary 


jelly packages. the centre of which con- | | 


tains a piece cf honeycomb, and the hon- 
ey is made by pouring about six parts of 
glucose, around one part of honey in 
the comb. Some cf it is adulterated 
with glucose, some with cane sugar, with 
the syrup of inverted cane and others 
by heating ordinary sugar with an acid; 
but it all resembles honey and to a ber- 
tain extent has its flavor and oolor. 
Wecannot think that the public are 
so easily ‘“‘gulled” as to believe any 
One cannot blame 
them perhaps for suspecting that the 
honey they eat is made of sugar syrup, 
fed to the bees and by them stored in 
the comb, because beekeepers’ write and 
talk about the amount of “sugar syrup” 
fed to their bees each fall to prepare 
them for winter quarters, and N 
People are apt to imagine that they are 
made the victims by having to purchase 
all that happens to be left in the hive in 
the spring. They do not know that every 


bit of the honey left in the hive is oon · 


sumed by the bees in brood rearing, &., 
as vell 2 what they gather along in the 


spring from fruit blossom, &, long before 


there is sufficient honey flow to allow of 
aplarists taking any surplus honey from 
his hives. At exhibitions ‘and fairs the 
question Is being continually asked by the 
purchasiog public, “What becomes of 
the ‘sugar syrup’ which is left in the 
hives in the spring,” and when it is ex- 
plained to them properly t 
well satisfied with the explanation. 
know that it is not all consumed in winter, 
and it is but reasonable that they should 
want to know. what becomes of the bal - 
ance. If beekee will impart this 
knowledge to their purchasers, the cry 
of?“ adulteration” will posstbly soon sink

Okemassis 
adinitted being at Duck Lake and 
Batocho but was too much of a coward 
to shoot at our men, although he had a 
gun, to satisfy Riel. The General said: 
“A coward is not fit to be a chief. A 
chief should be a brave man,” and con- 
sequently he would order his title to be 
taken away. No tobacco or pork, which 
had been asked for would bo given. 
The general left in apparent disgust. 
after ordoring tlie treaty medals of the 
chieftains to be taken away. The two 
depose chiefs did not betray the least 
emotion.

eee N. W. T., May 24.—The

THE SCOTT ACT IN FRONTENAC. 
OEFEATED 1M KINGSTON AND CARRIED in 
THE COUNTY, 
Ktxastor, May 21.—Voting on the 
Scott act to-day was véry quiet, but the 
poll was larger than was expected. The 
anti men were thoroughly organizod and 
worked hard. The result in the eity 
was 786 for the act, and 839 against, 
thus being defeated by 63. Three 
Toronto men were here working up the 
Scott act party, said they had been in 
fifty campaigns, and that this was the 
quietest. The result has created surpriso. 
Two large bonfires were started in 
the city about eight o'clock, and the 
effigy of a prominent temperance worker 
was burned. The anti-men are celebrat- 
ing their victory with great rejoicing. 
RESULT IN THE COUNTY. 


Kinastox, May 21.—The result of 
the voting in Frontenac county has not 
been received but sufficient has been 
secured to show the passage of the act 
by a majority of nearly 400. Thero are 
twenty places to report yet, but as the 
vote in them is small the majority can- 
not be materially changed. Every sub- 
division rocorded, with the exception 
of one on Wolfe island, has given a 
majority for the act.

British Losses in Recent Battles. 


Of tho twenty-four or twenty-six 
battles fought by the British troops 
during the past cleven years, including 
all those in tho Ashantee, Afghan,Zulu- 
land and Egyptian campaigns, the num- 
ber of casualties has exceeded in only 
three instances the total of 56 and 170 
wounded, inflicted on us during the 
dreadful encounter Sunday. Of theso 
threo, two were disasters of a character 
happily very rare in the annals of tho 
British army namely, Isandlann and 
Maiwand. In the former case our total 
force of 23 officers, 500 men and 1,000 
natives was annihilated, and on the 
occasion of the «isastrious defeat aud 
retreat of Gen. Burrough’s command our 
loss amounted to 21 officers, 300 English 
and 700 natives killed, and 15 officers 
and 90 men missing, Tho tnird caso 
in which our loss was heavier than that 
at Daker's zareeba was at Tel-el-Kobir, 
where 9 officers and 45 men were killed, 
and 22 officers and 320 men wounded, 
and even here tho number of killed was 
less than in Sunday’s battle. In this 
respect, however, both the two last 
named are excerded by Majuba Hill, 
whero 85 were killed; Laing’s Nek, 81 ; 
Tamal, 91; and Abu Klea, 74 killed.

England as a Fighting Power. 


— — 


Sir Richard Temple was present at the 


‘annual dinner of the Shorthand Writers’ 


Association, held at the Holoorn Restau- 
rant, London, and .responded for Her 
Majesty's service. We said that England 
was certainly a great military power. 
At present there was 100,000 English 
under arms or on the waters. Was this 
not an unparallelod achievment! Did 
they suppose that Germany flattered 
horself.that she was the first military 
Power? Could that country maintain 
that many men abroad? Could Russia 
or France? IIe considered they certain- 
ly could not. England was the only 
Power who could maintain that number 
of mon solely hy voluntary enlistment. 
No other military ewer could keop 
such a large number by voluntary en- 
listment. There were a miilion men 
under arms in the Iritish empire. Every 
one of those men a voluntecr, as every 
one had enlisted voluntarily, whereas 
all other powers had to force their men 
into the army. He claimed for this 
country one of this first positions as a 
military power. With regard to the 
navy, very many accounts have been 
seen of the ships that are being con- 
structed, of the number of guns they 
were to have. If experts were asked it 
would be found that it was one thing 
to have ships armed and manned, and 
another thing to haye them ready to 
fight. It would be found that there 
were many ships belonging to other 
powers that were armed but not ready 
to fight. He believed that if all the 
British ironclads were turned out into 
the British Channel they would overlay 
the fighting ironclads of other empires,
